to help finance the parity payment 
program . 
Further the b ill carried 
authorization for the departm ent 
to b orrow up to $250,000,000 from 
the RFC to help finance rural elec­ 
trification. farm tenant and rural 
rehab ilitation programs. 
It was the first time President 
Roosevelt had included parity pay­ 
ment estim ates in his b udget, con­ 
gress in recent years having voted 
them over his ob jection.

LITTLE CHATS ON 
PUBLIC NOTICES 


IT’S A MATTER OF RIGHT 


Whenev er a Public Notice, or Leg al Adv ertisement, as it is 
sometimes called, ap p ears in p rint, it means that some kind of 
rig ht is inv olv ed. 
It may be the rig ht of the heirs to comp lete 
the settlement of an estate, or of a bus line to chang e its route 
or schedule. 
It may also g iv e notice of the intention to make 
a p ublic imp rov ement, or to let contracts for p ublic work or 
sup p lies. 


All in all, there are sev eral hundred kinds of such Notices. 
But whatev er their p articular nature, they concern some kind 
of rig ht. 
This may be an indiv idual or p ersonal rig ht, or a 
rig ht belong ing to a g roup or, still more imp ortantly , a p ublic 
rig ht. 


Under American and Eng lish law the p rincip le has been 
handed down for g enerations that due and amp le Notice must 
be g iv en before p riv ate or p ublic rig hts can be disturbed, chang ­ 
ed, imp aired or destroy ed. 
Under ordinary conditions it is 
doubtful if there is any ex cep tion to this rule. 


Where absolutely necessary the indiv idual affected must be 
g iv en p ersonal notice. But where this is not required or where 
a g eneral notice is sufficient, some form of Public notice is used. 
This usually ap p ears as “leg al adv ertising ” in newsp ap ers of 
g eneral circulation. 
All such notices are imp ortant because 
of the p rincip le inv olv ed and because at some time or other 
and in one way or another they affect just about ev ery p erson 
in the community .

IT’S A MATTER OF RIGHT 


W henever a Public Notice, or Legal Advertisem ent, as it is 
som etim es called, appears in print, it m eans that som e kind of 
right is involved. 
It may be the right of the heirs to com plete 
the settlem ent of an estate, or of a bus line to change its route 
or schedule. 
It m ay also give notice of the intention to m ake 
a public improvement, or to let contracts for public work or 
supplies. 


All in all, there are several hundred kinds of such N otices. 
But w hatever their particular nature, they concern som e kind 
of right. 
This m ay be an individual or personal right, or a 
right belonging to a group or, still more im portantly, a public 
right. 


Under American and English law the principle has been 
handed down for generations that due and ample N otice m ust 
be given before private or public rights can be disturbed, chang­ 
ed, impaired or destroyed. 
Under ordinary conditions it is 
doubtful if there is any exception to this rule. 


W here absolutely necessary the individual affected m ust be 
given personal notice. 
But where this is not required or where 
a general notice is sufficient, some form of Public notice is used. 
This usually appears as "legal advertising" in newspapers of 
general circulation. 
All such notices are im portant because 
of the principle involved and because at some tim e or other 
and in one w ay or another they affect just about every person 
in the community.

Last y ear I published the repo rt 
o f the research at Temple Univer­ 
sity , Philadelphia, o n pinwo rms, 
which was a scientific attem pt to 
evaluate metho ds o f treatm ent. I 
find to my surprise and delight 
that two members o f the faculty 
o f Harvard Medical Scho o l have 
made a careful study o f the sub­ 
ject in Bo sto n. 
The mo st interesting part cl 
their repo rt sho ws that pinwo rms 
are amo ng the co mmo nest o f co n­ 
ditio ns that o ccur in children. Fur­ 
thermo re, co ntrary to co mmo n be­ 
lief, they nearly alway s cause 
sy mpto ms. Abo ut twenty per cent 
o f all children have pinwo rms. 


Use Cello phane-tipped Swabs 
This was pro veo by th« Harvard 
specialists by the use o f cello ­ 
phane-tipped swabs. Amo ng the 
hundreds o f uses fo r cello phane, 
it has been fo und it picks up these 
tiny wo rms better than any thing 
else. 
Pinwo rm eggs are depo sited o n 
the gro und and o n vegetables and 
are picked up by children fro m 
dirt o n the gro und o r ho use flo o r 
o r by licking the surface o f ap- j 
pies, o ranges, etc. A striking fact I 
is the familial incidence; o ften en- I 
tire families are infected—adults ! 
and children bo th. 
The principal sy mpto m is itch­ 
ing o f the skin. There is also lo ss 
o f appetite, but this varies fro m 
perso n to perso n, so that as a 
sy mpto m it is hard to evaluate. 
Night restlessness is very marked. 
These sy mpto ms, true eno ugh, 
may no t suggest pinwo rm infesta­ 
tio n and o ften the infectio n is no t 
fo und unless suspected. 


Under treatment, the mo st im­ 
po rtant thing is to dislo dge the 
wo rms fro m the lo wer part o f the 
small bo wel. To do this, a go o d 
do se o f cathartic salts is used. 
After that the baby sho uld be kept 
o n bro th and to ast fo r twenty -fo ur 
ho urs and given » small do se o f 
so me drug which will kill the 
wo rms. The o ld o ne was santo nin, 
but the best, acco rding to mo dern 
research, is carbo n tetrachlo ride. 
This sho uld be fo llo wed by ano ther 
do se o f epso m salts. 
This 
pro cedure 
sweeps 
the 
wo rms o ut o f the intestine but 
they must be remo ved fro m the 
lo west part o f the bo wel. This can 
be do ne first by an enema o f three 
o unces o f sweet o il every night, 
fo llo wing in ten o r fifteen minutes 
with an enema o f a pint o f so ap 
suds. The wo rms are caught in the 
o il and washed o ut by the suds. 
These enemas must be kept up un­ 
til no wo rms appear and even 
then fo r so me weeks lo nger. If 
they are given up at o nce o n dis­ 
appearance o f the wo rms, they 
will almo st certainly reappear 
within a few weeks.

L ast year I published the report 
the research a t Temple U niver­ 
sity, Philadelphia, on pinworm s, 
which was a scientific attem p t to 
evaluate methods of treatm ent. I 
find to my surprise and delight 
that two members of the faculty 
af H arvard Medical School have 
made a careful study of the sub­ 
ject in Boston. 
The most interesting p a rt cf 
their report shows th a t pinworms 
are among the commonest of con­ 
ditions th a t occur in children. F u r­ 
thermore, contrary to common be­ 
lief, they nearly always cause 
symptoms. About tw enty per cent 
af all children have pinworms. 


Use Cellophane-tipped Swabs 


This was proveo by the H arvard 
specialists by the use of cello­ 
phane-tipped swabs. Among the 
hundreds of uses for cellophane. 
it has been found it picks up these 
tiny worms better than anything 
else. 
Pinworm eggs are deposited on 
the ground and on vegetables and 


Under treatm ent, the m ost im­ 
portant thing is to dislodge the 
worms from the lower p art of the 
small bowel. To do this, a good 
dose of cathartic salts is used. 
A fter th at the baby should be kept 
on broth and toast for tw enty-four 
hours and given a small dose of 
some drug which will kill the 
worms. The old one was santonin, 
but the best, according to modern 
research, is carbon tetrachloride. 
This should be followed by another 
dose of epsom salts. 
This 
procedure 
sweeps 
the 
worms out of the intestine but 
they m ust be removed from the 
lowest p art of the bowel. This can 
be done first by an enema of three 
ounces of sweet oil every night, 
following in ten or fifteen m inutes 
with an enema of a p in t of soap 
suds. The worms are caught in the 
oil and washed out by the suds. 
These enemas m ust be kept up un­ 
til no worms appear and even 
then for some weeks longer. 
If 
they are given up a t once on dis­ 
appearance of the worms, they 
will 
alm ost certainly reappear 
within a few weeks.

Since the beginning of the year, 
Pickaw ay County Relief expendi-1 
tunes have been cut $10,776 under 
those of January and February 
last year, Relief Director Delos 
M arcy told County Commission­ 
ers Monday at their meeting.

reduction, he said, m aking it pos­ 
sible for those who were forced to 
relief rolls last year to Ik1 employ­ 
ed on W PA projects in the county.

$4,215.75, about $6,490 less th at in 
February 
last year, when 
bad 
w eather closed WPA projects and 
boosted relief costs to $10,706.06. 
January relief costs were re­ 
duced by $4,286.10, Director M ar­ 
cy told the commissioners. Under 
norm al 
conditions, relief depart­ 
m ent expects to show sim ilar re­ 
ductions for March and April, but 
little reduction in expenditures is 
expected 
during 
the 
summer 
m onths, 
which 
relief 
officials 
m aintain were cut to a minimum 
last year. 
W ith commissioners planning a 
county-wide blanket project, most 
of the 450 men now on W PA in 
the 
county will find 
continued 
employment on county road build­ 
ing 
and repairing projects. 
Al­ 
though no definite schedule, has 
yet been set up for the project, 
county commissioners are expect­ 
ed to take a tour of the county 
this week to determine what roads 
are most in need of repair. 
County WPA officials received 
word last Tuesday th at the feder­ 
al governm ent had allocated $135,- 
631 in WPA funds for road and 
bridge im provements in Pickaway 
County.
